Detnils of 1he Terrible Accldent on the Pacliio
Uonst.

The #an Francisco Alla publishes the follow-
ing factd concerning the Golden Ulty, fromus
correspondent: —

The steamer Golden Clty left S8an Franelsco
en the 18th of February, with about three hun-
dred passengers. Thoe weather was pleasant,
and everything promised a ploasant voyage. We
L boen ont from port about thirteon days and
nineteen hours, and had run about one thou-
sand miles, when, on the morning of the 224
ihe first passongers on deck were alarmed a
finding the atcamer running head on inton
thick fog, and hearing the heavy roar of the
breakers, apparently In cloge proximity.

I‘ra-
sently the third mate came forward and be
pullln the plle of life-preservors asunder. he
men vﬁm had until now beon guite ¢alm broke
loose, and made such s charge as probably never
waa seen before. In lese t mu than it takes to
tell it the heap was cleaned off to the floor. In
the confusion such havoe ensued that more than
half the coveted articles were rendered uselors.
The fog which intervened between us and (he
shore was gradually clearing off, and by the
tlme we ware equjﬁfed with life-preservers, put
on hurrl styles and positions, the
ager um l.urned shoreward to measure the
distance to be overcome before tuking the
dreaded plunge, saw the land.

GOING ASIORE,

Previous to lowering the life-boats the first
officer (Qerrick), who worked bheroically to
save the ship, called for order among the crowd

The ‘‘SBouth ( hurrh" of Hartford, Conn., cole-
brated its bi-<centenninl recontly, and an execeed-
Ingly llltLrUltlDF historical nddress was read by
the Rev. arker. From it we extract somo

Each Lord's day, the people of Hartford, snm-
moned by beat of drum, assembled for publie
worship at about 9 o'clock In the morning, and
agnin at 2 In thoe afternoen. The minister began
with prayer, which Insted about a quarter of an
Iamlr A ]mﬂlm was sung—the raling older giv-
ing out the lines, In the afternoon, the deacon
arising in his seat announced the weekly con-
tribution, wherenpon the principal men first,
then the elders, then the people, generally came
forward to the deacon's sent, whera they de-
posited their various offerings.
